CHICAGO ON ONE 


New York, Nov. 24.—[Special.]—The 
immediate establishment of fifty new 
air mail lines is contemplated by the 
postoffice department and will be ef- 
fected almost at once through the 
use of army airplanes, equipment, and 
trained personnel if the war depart- 
ment can be induced to turn over its 
surplus planes and flyers. 

According to Capt. B. B. Lipsner, 
superintendent of the aerial mail serv- 
ice, who came here today, ample au- 
thority already. exists for the army 
to turn over to the postoffice depart- 
ment all the essentials of a nation- 
wide air service. 

The first of the new routes will be 
along the “ Woodrow Wilson airway,” 
a zone eighty miles in width extending 
from New York to San Francisco.

MR. M’ADOO RESIGNS. 

Mr. McAdoo’s resignation from the treasury de- 
partment and from the directorship of railways 
conveys the idea of concealed significance. It was 
‘unexpected. It is not the more explicable because 
it was unexpected. 


Mr. McAdoo has been the administration's | 


glutton for work. The reasons he gives for his 
retirement are valid, but one—the small compensa- 
tion attached to government service—was in effect 
when he took office and the other, the impairment 
of health due to work, could have been anticipated 
when the secretary of the treasury became the 
director of railways—when war was making exces- 
sive demands upon the activity of all government 
administrators, 
Mr. McAdoo has been of peculiar interest to a 
‘great many people because they saw in him a 
presidential candidate in the making. He was the 


head of two great activities which touched the peo-| 


ple intimately—of that great appeal to their pa- 
triotism which carried over the sales of Liberty 
bonds and of that great enterprise of railroad man- 
agement which makes it possible for them to live. 
Mr. McAdoo in official life was a number of other 

_ things, of subordinate but still important interest, 
an indefatigable man of activity for the nation, in- 

_ dicated as one upon whom the mantle of succession 
might fall without obliterating him or crushing 
him to earth. 
Mr. McAdoo seemed to have his legs braced and 
his shoulders squared to receive the drop of the 
mantle, subject, first, to the decision of the Demo- 
cratic national party, and, second, the indorse- 
ment of the American people. seemed, 
at least, to be squared and b d now, un- 
expectedly, he .surrenders all his advantages, 
‘moves unconcernedly away from the places of

‘NEIGHBORLY VIGILANCE. 

An appeal to “keep going” has been made by 
the government, But even without such an appeal 
it could not have been other than the purpose of 
the American community to remain steadfast in 
the full purposes of loyalty and unity. 

It is a time for neighbors to meet and talk 
thoughtfully among themselves of their individual 
and collective responsibilities. The violences of 
war have not entirely abated, nor have we returned 
to our habitual pursuits. There are dangers of 
intemperate speech and of incautious and prema- 
ture trar.itions from war to peace. Unless there 
is unity of national deportment there are apt to 
be serious and regrettable mistakes. 

While victory has aroused enthusiasm in us, it 
hag provoked vengeful feelings in thosé who con- 
spired to injure us. These vengeful persons are 


- as dangerous and insidious as before. They cannot 


be spied out, by the general government, but by 

the communities in which they seek to spread dis-

Here was a citizen taken out of a restaurant 
because he was supposed to be the man who the 
night before had made a remark distasteful to the 
‘moral and patriotic instincts of an enthusiastic 
worker in a worthy cause. The policeman who 
made the arrest acted upon an assumption that 


else thinks is nationally important is thereby in- 
dicated as a person who has lost civil rights and 
may instantly be taken without warrant or process 
of law, kept in jail over night, lugged before an 
examining magistrate, and put in jeopardy as to 
his life, liberty, and good name. 

It is of no use to blame the policeman. He 
may be an earnest and intense servant of the pre- 
vailing thought, impregnated by it, and conscious 
only of doing his duty. But we have to recall that 
our forefathers would have started a revolution if 
incidents of such a nature were sufficiently multi- 
plied to indicate a policy. — 

The question is complex, but the solution is 
within simple common sense. Our political system 
of rights and liberties is intended to develop and 
promote individual intelligence and opinion. The 
‘structure of the nation rests upon such intelli- 
gence and opinion. The scheme of the nation pro- 
vides orderly and adequate methods by which 
opinion may be put into effect, and it requires 
‘submission to these opinions when they have been 
(orderly expressed. | 

We object to a departure from the ordered man- 
ner of expressing opinion, one which seeks to be- 
come effective by disorder. Therefore, we object 
to the appeals to violence made by radicals and 
revolutionaries who are not content to abide by 
the processes of government, but who séek to de- 
stroy them. 

We fight alienism when it seeks to destroy Amer- 
icanism. But we must respect the right of an 
individual to have an opinion, if that opinion is not 
indicative of an intent to do an Injury to the nation 
which citizens are sworn to uphold. 


THE SACRIFICE OF THE BLIND. 

Six hundred dollars will provide a home for a 
blinded soldier who has been totally incapacitated 
for work. | 
Two hundred and fifty dollars will equip another 
with the tools and materials that will enable him 
to earn a living. ' 
| Two hundred and forty dollars a year will provide 
for a soldier blinded and mutilated. 

These are some of the items urged in the cam- 
paign of the Permanent Blind Relief War fund 
which is to be aided in today’s tagging. It is true 
there have been many tag days and sométimés it 
seems that the public patience is tried. And yet 
the public is that part of our civilization that has 
least felt the horrors of the war whosé victims it 
is asked to help. ’ 

Only in rare instances are there tag days for a 
purpose. that does not seem entirely wholesome. 
But public institutions do not hesitate to stamp ap- 
proval upon those charities which are genuine. 
The tag day today for the permanently blinded is 
certainly worthy of our fullest consideration. To 
help a man who never again will look upon this 
world and who has lost his sight in our behalf is 


CONTINUE THE WAR INSURANCE 


There seems much good sense in the action of 
the government in seeking to provide a continuance 
of war insurance after demobilization. It is re 
ported from Washington that 95 per cent of the 
men in service are policy holders. 

We must keep in mind that the sacrifices of this 
war will not disappear with the conclusion of peace. 
There will be echoes of its misfortunes for many 
years to come. No census could be complete 
enough to tabulate the twinges of pain that will 
occur in remote places in the future; all attributable 
in some degree to the great conflict. 

Day by day we have been learning the lessons 
of preparation and economy and prudence. One of 
the greatest of these lessons will be that of suitably 
providing for the heroes of this greatest of all 
struggles. It would seem the part of wisdom for 
+the government to urge upon all alike a course 
of financial foresightedness. A policy with the 
government, carried with small premiums, will 
mature in twenty years, under one of the plans 
suggested. Most of our soldiers are youthful. Be- 
fore old age is upon them they will find themselves 
in possession of a comfortable sum.
